Ificllnnnpolls. Ind., March 27.—Tho joint 
scalo commtttpo of tho bituminous coal 
onnrators nnd mlnorB of Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and western Pennsylvania to day 
roportod disagreement to the joint con- 
ference of the central district and ajourn'- 
to meet to morrow. Djscus.?lon. nnd 
nrs-uments presented during: the afternoon 
by both sides showed no change what- 
ever in tho situation and established tho 
fact, so far as indications can determine, 
that they are.no nearer agreement than 
they wero in January, when the first con- 
ference was held. Iho present wage scale 
ivill expire Saturday and unless agroc- 
mont is reached before its expiration 22»,- 
(KW miners in the four stales will bo call- 
ed out. 


President Mitchell opened the discussion 
in thf joint confcrence after there had 
ijeen siionoe for ton minutes, during which 
each side was %vaiting for tho other to 
maiio tho first move. He said: 


"it was my expectation when wo con- 
vened here this afternoon that sotne pro- 
position looking to an adjustment of our 
differences would be submitted by the op- 
erators. It is evident that they have not 
agreed among theni.'ielves to submit for 
tho consideration of this convention' any 
proposititSu looking to the .settlement or 
adjustment of our relations. Kvery one 
hero who has heard the report read Ijy 
tho secretary of tho joint scale committee 
will know that tho minors parties to that 
joint senln conference, h.avo gone out of 
their way. bavo oven ii.«?sumod authority 
not vested in thcin l)y the minors' con- 
vention to meet the grave and full re- 
sponsibilities placed upon them not only 
as ^Inor.s. but as countrymen and citi- 
zens, by thf rofniest and at the sugges- 
tion of tho prc^idont p£ oui- nation, and 
it will become evident froirf; the votes re- 
ported here by at least four of the states 
who must, and who rightfully shall, as- 
sume tho responsibilUy for disagreement, 
if no fiottlemmU. is ronclied. 


"Ono state—one large producing state— 
ha.s come in hero and voted for restora- 
tion of tiie .senlo of 1003. That state has 
not only voted its entire production, but 
it has announced in addition thereto an 
intention to vote its mines in Ohio and 
Illindik Iru favor of increased wages. It 
s«ems to mo, Kentlemon, that, instettcl o£ 
sitting iHiietly, tho gentlemen frOm the 
oppriUor.s' side ought to say something 
in deforiso of liieir position. And accept- 
ing ail .re.sponsibilitlos that may como to 
mo personally, without consultation with 
tho gentlemen who employ me, I want to 
offer for tho consideration, and I. hopo 
iavorablo consideration, of this conven- 
tion a. motion that as a basis of settle- 
ment there bo a. restoration of the scale, 
mining' scale and day wage ^eale and 
dead work siat^ of 1903." 


J. H. Winter, cfiairman of the operators, 
offered a si^ljstituto ^notion to adopt the 
present scale, with all the conditions ex- 
isting -at thp titno of Its adoption, with 
the mining rate at Danville, 111., for tho 
taaio, and to include all cost of shooting, 
loading, timbering and Inspection of shots. 


Speeches were made for the operators 
hy J. C. Kolsem and Phil Penna of In- 
diana, H. N. Taylor oi! Illinois and IT. U 
Chapman of Ohio, all expressing tho de- 
termination of tho operators of those 
states to oppose an increase of wages and 
refuse ^o pay an advance. 


P<^r the miners, President Mitchell, Vice 
President Lewis and Secretary Wilson of 
tho national organization, togothei; with 
President Perrj' of the Illinois minors and 
O'Connor of the) Indiana miners, exprc.ss- 
od the determination of tho miner.?* to in- 
sist upon their demands for |ostoration 
of the wage scale of 1003, which is an in- 
crease of 5.55 per cent. 
' > 
. rf. L. Robbing of the western Pennsyl- 
vania operators, who favors the increase 
demanded by tho miner;?, did not apeak 
during the afternoon. 


Phil Penna oi the Indiana operators, in 
his speech, suggesjted a settlement'of the 
differences by arfeltrationV He said tho 
operators represented have done business 
in joint scale conventions fdr twenty years 
and means wero found to avoid Industrial 
conflicts. "One thing is sure," ho con- 
cluded, "the American people aro not go- 
ing to suffer any great inconvenience be- 
cause of a disagreement over a paltry 5 
per cent increase In wages. Adjournment 
until to morrow was taken in the midst 
of tho discussion. No vote was taken on. 
any proposition during the aCternoon.

Cincinnati, Ohio, March 27.—The nation 
al baseball commission to day adopted' 
new rules In regard to "covering up" of 
players. Punishment for offenders was 
n.xcd na follows:

For tho first offen.<!e of n nmjor league 
club, line of $l.i)00; cla.ss A.

i(V»0: ehiHS C, $:!riO: claHS D, $20a. Repeti- 
tion of the offon.se will carry with it sus- 
pension from protection of the nation.il 
agreement for six months, players of tho 
clubs Incurring this penalty being free 
from reservation until the reinstatement 
takes place. 


Tho commUssion al.so decided that no na- 
tional agreement player could assume 
the management o/ any notional agree- 
ment club, even if only to direct play 
fttom Ihe bench, without first securing a 
release from the club having hitn under 
m?sorvation. 


"I eon.'^ider lhc.so the most important 
rules the commission has ever made," 
was tho comment bf Chairman Hermann 
on the additions to the code. "In the cov- 
ering up rule, tho faet that a. player is 
returned to a minor league club without 
trail shall eonstituto p^-ima facto evi- 
dence tli.at tho player ha.^ been covered 
up and tho comml.ssion will act accord- 
ingly."

members, it was toward the close of the 
debate on tho urgency deficiency bill, 
which appropriated, among other things, 
for the forthcoming conferenco at Jîlo 
Janeiro, when Sliackieford of Missouri 
rose to explain what he Intended saying 
last week In relation to tho Missouri vol- 
vmteers bill when he was taken from tho 
floor by Tawney of Minnesota, who ob- 
jeeted to tho personal character of the 
remarks. Shackloford read his remarks, 
which charged tho speaker with holding 
up the bill referred to. The speaker In- 
stantly arose on completion of Shackle- 
ford's statement. There was a busy scene 
of expectancy all over tho house. Ttio 
Republicans gathered about their chief, 
Democrats crowded the aisles and H was 
highly dramatic moment when the 
speaker, himself pale, but carrying a look 
of grim determination, said in a. voice 
tiuit reached every corner of tho chamber: 
"If It afford him (Sehakleford) any con- 
solation to malte me n stalking horse on 
account of a quarrel with minority load- 
ers. well and good."

Tillman m.nde especial liuiuiry concern- 
ing the status of lils re.solutlon rohi-tlvo 
to Ihe u.se of national hank fund.'» in poli- 
tic.>i and incidentally spoke of Dislrict 
Attorney Joromo's reccnt »!ltorance.s and 
of ^udge Humphrey's decision in tho iioef

The adoption of thip rulo will rcsnlt In 
pladlng back in the bill all provisions, 
which were eliminated on points of order 
and will make future consideration of tho 
measure free from interruptions which 
have been made. 


Mr. Gillett of Maj5sachu.scll.s, member 
of -the appropriations committee, intro- 
duced a resolution for au amendment to;

Ihe author who writes under the name of 
Charles Egbert Craddock anf| wliose sto- 
ries of Ea,^tern Tennessee life have In- 
terested many, declares That tho (Joiden 
Rod is our national flower niul her opin- 
ion is given added weight from the fact 
that three states of the union, Oregon.

Killornn, Charles Allen, George Qarson, 
Sid Yennio aiTd arry Russell, In tho spring 
of 1895, robbed the postofflco at Spring- 
field, 111., of i5,000 worth of postage 
stamps and other valuables. 
All fivo 
were afreste^ in New Yopk and commit- 
ted to tho Ludlow street jail. July 1, 1895 
Kllloran, Allen and Ru.sse]l walked out 
of the jail, terrifying the keepers with 
briar pipes, which were mistaken for re- 
-tTolvers. Subsequently Kllloran was re- 
captured and sent to tho southern Illi- 
nois penitentiary at Chester, being dis- 
charged on the expiiutlon of his sentence.
